Wednesday morning of this week 
was one of the most beautiful I have 
seen on this desert; the new blanket 
of snow extended far down the 
slopes of the San Jacinto and San 
Bernardino mountains; there 
was 
snow on the crest of the Little San 
Bernardino mountains for as far as 
I could see; the air was crystal clear; 
the chill was like that of a mid-win­ 
ter morning. The person who pulled 
the blankets closer for a more com­ 
fortable snooze missed this March 
morning but I have long since real­ 
ized the folly of trying to offer the 
attractions of such a morning in com­ 
petition with the luxurious after-day­ 
light slumber on a chilly morning. 


T h at long hoped for rain ar­ 
rived, bringing promise of late 
wildflowers. 
If you have been 
of an inquisitive turn of mind 
and dug in the sand you found 
that the m oisture line liad reced­ 
ed several inches from the sur­ 
face, thus creating a condition 
th at 
threatened 
disaster 
to 
young plants if there had been a 
hot wind or there had been no 
m ore rain. 
T he roots of 
the 
young plants were having diffi­ 
culty in keeping up with the 
moisture recession and if it had 
not been for this recent rain 
most of them would have un­ 
doubtedly perished in the heat. 
N ow the blossoming of these an­ 
nuals is practically assured but 
that does not mean that the en­ 
tire desert is going to burst forth 
in a continuous sheet of color. 


The 
modern 
flower seeker, it 
seems, must see a thousand acres or 
so of solid color before he admits 
that there is a single plant in blos­ 
som. 
He becomes 
unaccountably 
pessimistic or cynical if he accident­ 
ally lays eyes on the exquisite excel­ 
lence of the single blossom; his dis­ 
criminating appreciation of indivi­ 
dual beauty seems to be lost in his 
demand for mass accumulation 
in 
which his keener senses are etherized 
rather than sharpened. 
Looking for 
flowers while traveling sixty miles 
an hour is not very remunerative 
just now but if a person will go on 
foot he will find many more species 
than he is able to identify. 


T h e following list includes 
some of the more obvious blos­ 
soms that one may see now. 
It 
is not a complete list, just some 
that I recall having seen during 
the past few days. Check them 
to see how m any you know or 
have seen this season. M y guess 
is rhat seventy-five per cent of 
the people in Palm Springs can­ 
not identify fifteen of this list.

come acquainted with the flowers. 
You will see little of the desert from 
a rocking chair, or from a fast trav­ 
eling automobile, but on foot, well, 
it is splendid for the waist line even 
if you are not interested in wildflow- 
ers.

The educat­ 
ed have as many children as the par­ 
ents can support, the rich have only 
a few to inherit the family fortune, 
while those who are dependent upon 
charity usually have the largest fam­ 
ilies. They seem to think it is their 
right to have as many children as 
they wish, and leave the responsibil­ 
ity for support to others. 
W e have 
heard of one family of eleven on 
county relief receiving $10 a month 
for each of nine children. The fath­ 
er is quoted as having said, "W e 
just need one more child and my in­ 
lin e will be $100 a month, and I 
can then quit working.”

Attorney Frederic W ing of 
Banning proposes a new plan to 
curb reckless driving and driv­ 
ing w hile intoxicated, that con­ 
templates a fundamental change 
in the theory of enforcement. 
Rather than provide for punish­ 
ment by fine and imprisonment 
merely, it proposes to revoke the 
operator's license and impound 
his automobile until restitution 
is made for any damage done 
while violating the law with re­ 
spect 
to reckless driving or 
driving «hile intoxicated. 


The proposal, if enacted into law, 
would undoubtedly take some reck­ 
less and drunken drivers off the 
highways, therefore we hope it will 
he considered by our state legisla­ 
tors.-—But we still think that all the 
proposed new laws, threats of pun­ 
ishment and educational campaigns, 
will have little effect in reducing the 
number of traffic accidents until we 
get at the root of the trouble.

law violator must he apprehended be­ 
fore he can be punished; and under 
the existing laws the speeder 
and 
reckless driver can feel reasonably 
certain he will not be caught unless 
he has an accident.— Then it is too 
late. Restitution cannot he made for 
a death or serious injury. 


The reckless driver naturally 
docs not expect to have an acci­ 
dent, and he knows a traffic offi­ 
cer riding a white motorcycle 
will never catch him as long as 
he watches his rear-view mirror 
—so why should be fear punish­ 
ment?

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TROUBLE AROUND THE CORNER? 


Attorney General U. S. Webb of California has 
informally given his opinion that the Los Angeles 
police prac tice of stopping, and turning back, itin­ 
erants at the state line is not “law.” 
Los Angeles officials say they are going to 
continue the blockade. 
Perhaps civil war is in the offing along the 
Arizona-California border. 
Ben Benson, described in the news dispatches 
as “national publicity director for the Hoboes of 
America,” has announced that 20,000 members of 
the hobo fraternity will march en masse on Cali­ 
fornia next May to defy Chief Davis of the Los An­ 
geles police force and his border blockade. 
Commenting on the unusual situation Ran­ 
dall Henderson in the Calexico Chronicle says: 
Since Iloho Ben succeeded in getting 
front page space in newspapers for his 
threat, I am convinced that lie is a very- 
able publicity director. As for his hobo 
army of 20,000 men—that is very largely 
a myth. 
The facts are that the old-time 
knight of the side-door sleeper is almost 
as extinct as the dinosaur. I refer to the 
real “hoes” of that period 40 years ago 
when the monicker of the famous old 
tramp “A-No. 1” could be seen daubed in 
black paint on nearly every conspicuous 
water-tank along the railroad tracks. 
A hobo of the old school would no 
more think of thumbing a ride on 
the 
highway than he would of taking a job 
of work. Work and favors were two 
things he shunned—except of course the 
backdoor handout which he regarded as 
one of the things that society owed to 
him. 
The most accurate way to check up 
on the tramp population in the old days 
was at the “jungle m ap”—the hangout 
under a bridge or along a creek. 
There 
was one of them near every town. But 
today these camps are deserted and can 
be located only by the charred remains of 
ancient campfires. 
I suspect that the “Hoboes of Amer­ 
ica” is very largely a paper organization, 
which serves admirably for the purposes 
of Publicity Director Ben Benson. Any­ 
way, I am placing my odds on Chief Jim 
Davis if the “hobo march” to California 
ever reaches the state borders. 


At Palm Springs a ditch was dug across the 
street between the Desert Inn Garage and the Vil­ 
lage Pharmacy, and in the dirt thrown out, Maur­ 
ice Downs, Palm Springs policeman, found a black 
obsidian knife with a four-inch blade that is an 
almost priceless treasure. 
No black obsidian is 
found in the vicinity, though there is some in Red 
Hill at the southern end of Saltón Sea and it is 
found on the Mojave desert. The knife picked up 
by Downs is an unusually fine specimen. Many a 
ehiseler spends a vacation at Palm Springs but 
you do not find many carrying obsidian knives.—

OUT FOR CONGRESS 
Rumor has it that Joe Seymour, Riverside at­ 
torney, is to he a candidate for Congress from this 
district on the Democratic ticket.

reputation of being definitely “put” as to policies 
that he believes worthy of espousing, both his po­ 
litical friends and enemies are interested in what 
lie plans in the coming campaign.

There is a grow-ing trend toward indirect or 
invisible taxes, and away from direct taxation. In 
1920 73 percent of the federal income was raised 
by direct taxation, and 27 pepr cent by indirect or 
invisible taxation. In 1935 28 per cent of the fed­ 
eral income came from direct taxation, while 62 
per cent came from taxes hidden in the sale price 
of gasoline, amusement tickets; cigarettes, food, 
clothing, and the hundred and one other little 
ways that sales taxes are collected without peo­ 
ple being aware of it. These indirect taxes are a 
hardship on the low income group of citizens. 


MODERN YOUTH 
Lyman King of Redlands comments in 
the 
following article on the trend of current events: 
“One of the worthwhile efforts of the day is 
that of the NYA. It has as its duty and privilege 
work to establish the youths of the country on the 
road to emjdoyment and that means usefulness. 
One of the directors of the movement, Rev. Father 
Edward Roberts Moore of New York, is in Los 
Angeles for a period of ten days, studying the prob­ 
lems of youthful lack of employment from the 
standpoint of the Pacific states. He says that the 
work done thus far is “meagre” in its results, hut 
of course helpful as far as it has gone. He says 
that the NYA has been able to keep in school 300,­ 
000 high school students, 75,000 in college and 15.­ 
000 in post-graduate work, who otherwise would 
have been in the ranks of the unemployed. His 
estimate as to “meagre” results is doubtless based 
uiion the fact that there are 11 million youths 
clamoring in vain for work—youngsters between 
the ages of 16 and 25. He urges the development 
of the merchant marine as one avenue for taking 
care of more of them. 
“The danger arising through this unemploy­ 
ment lies not only in the fact that these young 
people are apt to grow into habits of idleness, 
which lead to crime; hut that they absorb com­ 
munistic doctrines, which will lead to overthrow 
of government. 
“My own idea of one of the causes of the pres­ 
ent situation is that we all have educated our chil­ 
dren for white collar jobs, neglecting the more 
humble but very useful “labor.” The old idea, and 
still maintaining in some countries that the farm­ 
er’s hoy should become a farmer, and his daugh­ 
ter a farmer’s wife, and the mechanic’s son 
a 
mechanic like his father, has been abandoned in 
the U. S. A. We all want our progeny of the male 
sex to be doctors and lawyers and industrial lead­ 
ers. And in the meanwhile the female progeny 
prejiare themselves to be teachers and stenogra­ 
phers and secretaries, while they wait for some 
wealthy young man to come along and 
marry 
them. So in the meanwhile the young men do not 
get the jobs and they cannot marry the girls. I 
see nothing for it with the present trend hut for 
the men to become the housekeepers. The only 
trouble is they cannot bdar the children.” 


AMERICA’S BIGGEST BILL 
Talking about the fact that the United States 
government is heading toward a $35,000,000,000 
debt doesn’t mean much to most of us. The fig­ 
ures are too big for us to understand, and besides 
it is sort of like saying our neighbor is up to his 
neck in debt. 
But some comparisons just developed by the 
United States News, a newspaper published in the 
nation’s capital, bring the facts home to us in an 
intelligible way. 
For example, the News shows that the 125,­ 
000,000 people in the nation spend $2,000,000,000 
a year for light and power, $6,000,000,000 for 
clothing, $10,000,000,000 for rent and $11,500,000,­ 
000 for food. And for taxes to operate federal, 
state, and local governments, the News finds they 
spend $12,000,000,000 making that the nation’s 
biggest hill. 
Going a little further than the News went, 
we find some equally surprising facts. For every 
man, woman, and child in the country, somebody 
spends an average of $15 a year for light and 
power, $40 for clothing, $80 for rent and $92 for 
food. But the tax cost per person is $96. 
Take the average family of four—father, 
mother, son. daughter. Each day, that family con­ 
tributes $1.05 in taxes while it spends only $1.00 
for food, 87 cents for rent and 45 cents for cloth­ 
ing. That, of course, is only an average. The man 
who is unfortunate enough to own his own home 
or an automobile or anything—literally anything, 
for everything nowadays bears a tax—has a much 
heavier load. 
The figures would be much more astonishing 
if governments only would pay as they go. They 
are, instead, borrowing and piling up a debt that 
will have to be paid with taxes in the future. 
When that day comes, 35 per cent of the na­ 
tional income will go to governments. 
Isn’t it 
about time to call a halt? 


The old adage: “All men are born equal,” 
may be true but we doubt it. If you will watch a 
group of men working, it will not be hard to under­ 
stand why they do not remain equal, for the hust­ 
ler gets things done.

THE EDITORIAL CIRCUIT RIDER 


California editors generally are not inclined 
to the view that another world war is imminent 
because of the German reoccupation of the Rhine­ 
land. 
Hitler’s action, however, was regarded as 
again placing international treaties in the “scraps 
of paper” classification. 


Along with the reoccupation, notes the 
Hanford Daily Sentinel, “in violation of the 
Versailles and Locarno treaties, solemnly 
entered into by Germany with other signa­ 
tories, there is offered on the point of the 
bayonet 
a 
sop 
by 
Hitler 
for 
definite 
European peace. The overture, however, is 
not regarded with favor by France and its 
allies. Nor are the British impressed. They 
reason that if Germany thinks so little of 
pacts as to break them at will, another treaty 
would he without effect. False in one, false in 
all, they reason.” 


“Germany,” said the Long Beach Press 
Telegram, “is not alone in violating the treat­ 
ies. Great Britain offended when it made a 
separate agreement with Germany regarding 
airplanes: France transgressed by entering 
into a military alliance with Russia. Not only 
because of these infractions of the treaty and 
those by Italy and Japan, also parties to in­ 
ternational agreements, hut also because of 
the growing recognition of the need of a more 
equitable distribution of colonies and access 
to raw materials of industry, the time has 
come for negotiating a general treaty to take 
the place of the one dictated by the victors 
at Versailles and forced on the vanquished.” 


“France, of course,” points out the Ba­ 
kersfield Californian, “is the most interested 
nation in Hitler’s defiance of the treaties, but 
it is evident that its former allies are not so 
keen to pull its chestnuts from the fire. In­ 
stead, the feeling in the rest of the world has 
been that the terms of the Versailles treaty, 
written before the angry emotions of the 
World war had subsided, were too severe 
against Germany, and they have already con­ 
doned several of Germany’s breaches of its 
terms. Hitler’s move is not a surprise, but its 
fulfillment now gives a new direction to Eur­ 
opean diplomacy. He has caught the nations 
at a time when they fear to embark in war.” 


“France,” remarked the Oroville Mercury 
Register, “guessed wrong at the end of the 
World war in her moment of great triumph. 
She guessed she could keep a great people 
in subjection, continually punished because 
its one-time ruler had guessed wrong when 
the war started. The significant thing in the 
story from Cologne telling of the arrival of 
the German troops was that they were 
cheered by thousands ‘almost hysterical with 
pride and joy’. If the people want German 
troops there they ought to have them under 
‘self-determinations of peoples’ fully estab­ 
lished when the Versailles peace treaty was 
being drawn up.” 


“We seriously doubt,” comments the Val­ 
lejo Times Herald, “that any major conflict 
will occur, at least not in the near future. 
Europe can’t afford it, no m atter how some 
of the rulers may feel about it. Of course, the 
United States could—if it would—finance an­ 
other bloody carnival for them, but if we cor­ 
rectly interpret American temper a t the pres­ 
ent moment, there is very little hope for Eur­ 
ope from this source. While any conflict any­ 
where on earth indirectly affects this nation 
some way or other, there is little likelihood of 
the present European tenseness involving 
this country.” 


As to Hitler himself, the Los Angeles Eve­ 
ning News feels “it is difficult to determine 
whether the German people are simply un­ 
lucky in their choice of rulers—or should we 
say in the rulers who are thrust upon them 
—or if the atrocity-mongers of the World war 
days were a little closer to right than we 
imagined. If someone told us back there in 
1918 th at anyone could invent a character 
more distasteful than Wilhelm II as we then 
pictured him, we would not have believed him. 
Yet here comes this little man with the comic 
mustache who, without benefit of wartime 
propaganda and news distortion, succeeds in 
making himself more offensive to dispassion­ 
ate observers than any public m an within 
memory.” 
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The most m omentous problem con­ 
fronting Californians today is th e traf­ 
fic menace, unless high taxes should 
be given first place. 
W hen one considers the tragedies 
on local highways he is apt to w onder 
w hether he should drive, or leave the 
car in the garage. 
Speeders and drunken drivers are 
responsible for one-fourth of the acci­ 
dents on California highways. The 
other three-fourths may be attributed 
to persons who are ignorant of driv­ 
ing conditions, the m echanical opera­ 
tions of their cars or knowledge of 
the rules of the road. 
The highway division study of acci­ 
dents during th e past year revealed 
the following facts: 
A ccidents occurring after dark ap­ 
proxim ated 64 per cent of the total. 
Forty-two per cent of the accidents 
took place on Saturdays and Sundays. 
The physical condition of drivers 
was "notew orthy" in 25.2 per cent of 
the cases studied. 
Intoxication and 
sleeping a t the wheel were the “con­ 
ditions custom arily observed." 
One-fourth of the accidents involved 
only single vehicles. 
In two-car accidents, the m aneuvers 
in which the vehicles were engaged 
w ere classified into four types: over­ 
taking, approaching, paths intersect­ 
ing because one vehicle leaves a road 
on which both w ere traveling: paths 
intersecting because of roadB crossing 
each other. 
A ccidents in the overtaking class to­ 
taled 35.5 per cent; in the approach­ 
ing m aneuver, 35.7 per cent. 
T here have been few er collisions 
with the rear end of trucks since a 
new law required installation of red 
reflectors. 
On heavily traveled 
truck 
routes 
freight vehicles w ere Involved in 75 
per cent of all overtaking accidents. 
On good highways, with traffic mov­ 
ing freely. 55 per cent of the vehicles 
exceed 50 m iles an hour but th e av­ 
erage is betw een 40 and 50, the m axi­ 
mum speed recorded in daylight was 
83 m iles; a t night 68 miles in the rain 
and 71 m iles an hour on a dry sur­ 
face. 
Cars appear to travel more rapidly 
up grade than down grade.

W hile the New Deal adm inistration 
persistently cloaks accurate unemploy­ 
m ent figures In a veil of m ysterious 
and m asterly silence, th e 
American 
F ederation of Labor m akes no secret 
of th e fact that alm ost 11,000,000 per­ 
sons are unemployed in this country 
a t th e present tim e. 
It is worthy of 
note to recall th at som ething less than 
6,000,000 
persons 
were 
unemployed 
w hen Mr. Roosevelt took office. T here­ 
fore, how can anyone, adm inistration 
spokesm en or otherw ise, point to the 
New Deal as having been of benefit 
to th e people of the U nited States? 
A nyone who m akes such a claim is 
seeking to hide the real facts for po­ 


litical purposes or else has fallen vic­ 
tim to New Deal propaganda consis­ 
tently ground out by the largest prop­ 
aganda machine in the history of the 
world.

C ontrast eig h t billion dollars is a lot of money, 
the 80 per cent increase in the public 
debt of the U nited S tates since 1931, 
this debt being caused by budget de­ 
ficits, with a 6 per cent increase in 
the public debt of G reat B ritain; a 
7 per cent increase in the public debt 
of A ustralia and a 17 per cent in­ 
crease in the public debt of France 
and Canada. 
F u rth er governm ental revenues and 
expenditures actually have been 
in 
balance for some tim e in 
England, 
Sweden. Denmark and Finland. 
Itev-j 
enues in Germany last year came w ith -: 
in five per cent of m eeting budget ex­ 
penditures and in France cam e within 
eight per cent of m eeting these ex­ 
penditures. 
As against that, our gov­ 
ernm ent during the past several years 
has spent tw ice its income. 
You are aw are, of course, that the 
taxpayers and the banks of the coun­ 
try have had to finance and 
m ust 
further finance the governm ent in the 
spending orgy upon which it em bark­ 
ed when Mr. Roosevelt was inaugurat­ 
ed, and upon which it has continued 
w ith such unfortunate 
enthusiasm .

J. R. Gabbert of Riverside, m em ber 
of the state board of education, in a 
form al statem ent, said th at th e state 
board has no power over the present 
tenure of office of Vierling Kersey, 
state superintendent of public instruc 
tion, who is under fire at Sacram ento. 
He m aintained that the board's 
only 
jurisdiction is over K ersey’s life cer­ 
tificate as a school teacher. 
Kersey has been charged by Ulrich 
L. Trussed, 33-year-old mining man, 
with wrecking his home, according to 
reports from the state capital. 
K er­ 
sey denied th e charge and attributed 
it to a political plot against him. 
Mr. Gabbert said: 
"Mr. Kersey fills an elective office, 
which he holds at the will of th e peo­ 
ple and which does not come under 
the jurisdiction of the state board of 
education. 
T he 
only 
direction 
in 
which the state board could 
move 
would be to hold a form al hearing on 
any charges th at m ay be filed. 
As a 
result of such a hearing it would be

be subject to review by the courts. 
Its only serious effect could be to pre­ 
vent Mr. K ersey from teaching in the 
elem entary and secondary schools of 
California.

less driving and of driving while in­ 
toxicated will Buffer as follows: 
1. A utom atically his license to op­ 
e ra te a m otor vehicle is cancelled. 
2. A utom atically his car will he im ­ 
pounded, and this shall he interpreted 
to include any car he may be driving 
although the title to the sam e is vest­ 
ed in another. 
3. No license will be again issued 
to him before the expiration of four 
m ouths from the date of his convic­ 
tion and then only as provided below. 
4. A fter the expiration 
of 
th ree 
m onths following his conviction and 
not before, he m ay tile a petition in 
th e Superior court of the county where 
he resides or where he was convicted, 
praying for an operator's license and 
a t the sam e time m ay ask for the re ­ 
tu rn to the owner of the impounded 
car. 
5. Notice of the hearing of this pe­ 
tition shall be fixed by the clerk and 
m ust be served on th e district a tto r­ 
ney and be published for one week in 
a new spaper published in the county 
and having a general circulation in 
th e com m unity w here the petitioner 
resides. 
6. The burden of proof shall be on 
th e pettiioner to show: 
(a ) M ental and physical fitness. 
(b ) Subsequent good record. 
(c ) U nderstanding of his responsi­ 
bility. 
(d ) Satisfactory settlem ent for prop­ 
e rly dam age that his act m ay have in­ 
flicted on another (th is does not com ­ 
prehend personal injuries for which 
civil action may be m aintained by the 
injured p arty ). 
7. The m otor vehicle will be return­ 
ed to the ow ner only in th e event of 
his obtaining an operator's license as 
provided in (4 ), (5 ) and (6 ) and then 
only 
upon 
his paym ent of all ex­ 
penses and costs incident to the im­ 
pounding and storage of the car. 
In 
th e event th e legal owner, as distin­ 
guished from the registered owner, re ­ 
claim s the car he m ust pay these costs 
before the car can be released to 
him . 
8. If the m otor vehicle is not 
re ­ 
tu rn ed to the petitioner a fte r a hear­ 
in g had on his petition as provided in 
(4 ), (5 ) and (6 ), o r If he fails to file 
a petition for an operator's license 
w ithin five m onths a fte r the date of 
his conviction, the m otor vehicle shall 
be advertised and sold and the pro­ 
ceeds derived from the sale shall be 
disbursed as follows:
